THE BSA BOARD OF DIRECTORS voted recently 
to confer these three annual BSA honors. 


BSA Award of Honor 

Andrea Leers FAIA and Jane Weinzapfel FAIA are 
the 2009 recipients of the BSA Award of Honor, 
the most prestigious BSA honor bestowed on an 
individual. This award recognizes extraordinary 
contributions to the profession and the communi- 
ties we serve over an extended period of time. In 
the 25 years since they founded Leers Weinzapfel 
Associates, Leers and Weinzapfel have built a 
stellar reputation for jobs as diverse as community 
centers and courthouses and earned kudos by 
turning gritty projects—such as power plants and 
maintenance facilities—into design statements. 
They also were the first woman-owned firm to 
receive the AIA Firm Award, which recognizes 

a practice that has consistently produced distin- 
guished architecture for at least 10 years. 

In addition to their collaborative firm work, 
Leers and Weinzapfel have pursued significant 
independent careers as leaders and educators. 

Leers has maintained a teaching career in 
parallel with her architectural practice. She is an 
adjunct professor of architecture and urban de- 
sign at the Harvard University Design School and 
has served in educational roles at the University 
of Pennsylvania Graduate School of Fine Arts, 
University of Virginia School of Architecture, 
Tokyo Institute of Technology Department 
of Architecture and Yale University School of 
Architecture. She has received several national 
grants, including an NEA/Japan U.S. Friendship 
Commission Design Arts Fellowship, and was a 
visiting artist at the American Academy in Rome. 
Leers is a national leader in courthouse design, 

a member of the Board of Overseers of the Boys 
and Girls Clubs of Boston, a former trustee of the 
Boston Foundation for Architecture, and a former 
BSA board member. 

Weinzapfel has special expertise in transporta- 
tion and urban infrastructure. She has been an 
active member of the Women’s Transportation 
Seminar for many years and served as a former di- 
rector. She served on the Mayor's Transportation 
Advisory Commission for the City of Boston 
and the Mayor’s Task Force on Government 
Center Plaza. She was a BSA president, served 
on the ArchitectureBoston editorial board and 


is currently on an advisory board for Harvard 
Design Magazine. Weinzapfel has taught at MIT’s 
School of Architecture and Planning and at the 
University of Arizona School of Architecture 

and Landscape Architecture, where she currently 
serves on the School’s Advisory Board, and was a 
visiting artist at the American Academy in Rome. 


Honorary BSA member 

Leith Sharp has been named the 2009 honorary 
member of the BSA. This special honor is re- 
served for individuals other than architects who 
have made substantial and uncommonly positive 
contributions to our culture, community and pro- 
fession. The founding director of Harvard’s Green 
Campus Initiative, Sharp is currently speak- 

ing, advising and consulting on organizational 
change management for sustainability in the 

U.S., Australia and Europe. Over the last 18 years, 
working with Harvard University and dozens 

of other universities, she developed a road map 
for transcending many of the financial, political, 
human-resource and organizational barriers that 
commonly get in the way of achieving innovation 
and continuous improvement towards sustain- 
ability. 


The Commonwealth Award 

This year, the BSA Commonwealth Award is being 
conferred on Emerson College in recognition of 
its positive impact on Boston's Theater District 
over the last 20 years. Once located in Back Bay, 
Emerson College took a chance on the “Combat 
Zone” (as it was once known) and systematically 
moved its entire Boston campus to a cluster of 
buildings near the intersection of Boylston and 
Tremont Streets. A few focal points include the 
recently completed Piano Row Residence Hall and 
Max Mutchnick Campus Center at 150 Boylston 
Street, the beautifully restored Cutler Majestic 
Theatre, 10 Boylston Place, the 14-story Ansin 
Building at 180 Tremont Street and the Little 
Building residence hall at 80 Boylston Street. 
Emerson also is developing a three-building 
arts-residence complex on Washington Street. The 
new Paramount Center will include the landmark 
Paramount Theatre, which is being renovated; a 
multilevel performance-development building; a 
film-screening room and a residence hall for 260 
students.

‘Stretch’ energy code available 
for adoption in Massachusetts 


BUILDING CODES ESTABLISH the minimum level of performance that can legally be built in terms 
of structure, life safety and energy conservation. While Massachusetts experiments with zero-net- 
energy buildings and Boston and other jurisdictions enact green building requirements, the vast 
majority of construction projects continue to meet only minimum standards for energy use. This 
cannot continue if the effects of global climate change are to be contained. 

Enacting increased mandatory statewide energy-conservation requirements is one possible 
response to the need for action. However, the construction and development industries would 
experience this abrupt increase in code requirements as a profound shock in an economic climate 
already fraught with uncertainty. The alternative devised by the Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs in conjunction with the Board of Building Regulations and Standards 
is an optional enhanced energy code that can be adopted by cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. This “stretch” energy code anticipates future energy requirements while encour- 
aging localized and incremental transformation of the construction industry. 

The stretch code has both a residential and a commercial dimension, although small commer- 
cial buildings (of less than 5,000 square feet) are exempt. 

For residential buildings under four stories in height, a performance-based evaluation using 
the Home Energy Rating System (HERS) process is required, while a prescriptive path is available 
for additions based on the “Energy Star for Homes Prescriptive Builders Option Package.” The 
Energy Star website states that the “HERS Index is a scoring system established by the Residential 
Energy Services Network in which a home built to the specifications of the HERS Reference Home 
(based on the 2006 International Energy Conservation Code) scores a HERS Index of 100, while a 
net-zero-energy home scores a HERS Index of 0. The lower a home’s HERS Index, the more energy- 
efficient it is in comparison to the HERS Reference Home.” 

New construction and additions of dwelling units of more than 3,000 square feet must achieve 
a HERS rating of 65 or less. Units that are less than 3,000 square feet must achieve a HERS rating 
of 70 or less, while renovations or additions where the existing heating systems are retained must 
achieve a HERS rating of 85 or less. All new construction must demonstrate compliance with the 
Energy Star Qualified Homes Thermal Bypass Inspection Checklist. Visit energystar.gov for details. 

The commercial portion of the “stretch code” has two parts. 

Large buildings of more than 100,000 square feet must meet a performance standard set at 20 
percent below the energy usage of ASHRAE 90.1 2007, and they must demonstrate this perfor- 
mance through modeling by methods and software approved by the BBRS. Medium-size com- 
mercial buildings—which include residential buildings with four or more stories that are less than 
100,000 square feet—have the option of meeting the large-building performance standard or using 
a simplified, prescriptive energy code as an alternative to Chapter 13 in the current seventh edition 
of 780 CMR. The prescriptive code is based on Chapter 5 of the IECC 2009 energy code with en- 
hanced provisions based on the Advanced Buildings Institute’s “Core Performance Guide.” Some 
of the improved energy-efficiency requirements include: 


+ Building-envelope elements (walls, roofs, windows, insulation, basements, etc.) 

+ Building classes distinguished by a “Group R” for residential buildings and “All Other” 
for commercial 

« Commissioning to ensure a building's energy systems operate as designed 

* More efficient lighting-power densities and improved lighting controls 

« Aset of alternative prescriptive packages that allow several compliance paths, including 
high-efficiency HVAC equipment, reduced lighting-power density, grid-responsive 
buildings or on-site renewable energy

New skills and services in a 

tough economy 

The home-energy-rating system HERS is 
required for compliance with the residen- 
tial portion of the stretch code. Currently, 
there are less than 40 HERS raters in the 
state. This and related energy measuring 
and modeling skills present opportuni- 
ties for architects and others to expand 
the services they offer. HERS training is 
offered by the Department of Energy's 
Energy Star program, and the BSA is 
developing energy-related training. 


The need for local advocacy 

State officials expect the implementa- 
tion of the stretch code to meet with 
opposition from towns and municipalities. 
Architects and other building-industry 
professionals who attend local hearings 
to help explain the new code and voice 
their support will ensure that local leaders 
understand the long-term benefits of 
adopting the code. The BSA will support 
architects and other design professionals 
in advocating the adoption of the stretch 
code, and the state intends to develop an 
interactive GIS map on the BBRS website 
showing the status of adoption in each ju- 
risdiction to aid in your participation. Join 
the Legislative Affairs Committee every 
month (see page 8) to learn more. 


An imperative to measure the savings 
The state intends to monitor the eco- 
nomic impact of the stretch-code adop- 
tion closely, It is crucial that we monitor 
not just the costs of the stretch code but 
also its savings, This is one of the many 
efforts the BSA’s new Committee on the 
Advancement of Sustainability (see page 
3) will be monitoring.
